SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  March 
increased  $4.6  billion  or  2.3  percent  to  $198.9  billion. 
This  was  the  fifth  increase  in  the  last  7  months. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  March  increased  $1.9 
billion  or  1.0  percent  to  $197.5  billion,  following  a  3.0 
percent  increase  in  February. 

Unfilled  orders  in  March  increased  $1.4  billion  or  0.4 
percent  to  $370.6  billion.  This  is  the  first  time  unfilled 
orders  have  increased  since  November. 

Current  cost  inventories  in  March  declined  $0.9  billion  or 
0.3  percent  to  $319.6  billion.  The  inventory  to  shipments 
ratio  in  March  was  1.62,  down  from  1.64  in  February. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  for  durable  goods  in  March  increased 
$3.8  billion  or  3.8  percent  to  $105.8  billion.  This  is  the 
largest  one  month  volume  of  orders  since  the  high  in 
December  of  $106.0  billion.  Orders  for  defense  capital 
goods  accounted  for  about  70  percent  of  the  increase. 
Excluding  defense,  orders  for  durable  goods  increased  1.2 
percent. 

Within  the  major  industry  categories,  transportation 
equipment  had  the  largest  increase,  up  $3.0  billion  or  11.0 
percent  to  $30.3  billion;  most  of  the  increase  was  in 
defense  aircraft  and  parts  and  defense  shipbuilding. 
Primary  metals  were  up  $0.5  billion. or  5.9  percent  to  $8.7 
billion  and  nonelectrical  machinery  $0.3  billion  or  1.9 
percent  to  $17.1  billion.  Electrical  machinery  declined 
$0.8  billion  or  4.6  percent  to  $16.3  billion,  with  most  of 
the  decrease  in  communication  equipment. 


New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  increased 
0.8  percent  to  $93.1  billion. 
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SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  March  increased 
$1.3  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $104.9  billion.  The  largest 
increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $1.0  billion  or 
3.6  percent  to  $28.7  billion;  a  large  increase  in  aircraft 
and  parts  more  than  offset  a  $0.6  billion  or  3.5  percent 
decline  in  motor  vehicles  and  parts.  Electrical  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  increased  1.0  percent  and  1.3 
percent  respectively. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.6  billion  or  0.7 
percent  to  $92.6  billion  mostly  due  to  a  $0.4  billion 
increase  in  the  tobacco  industry,  which  is  very  volatile  on 
a  month  to  month  basis.  Excluding  tobacco,  shipments  were 
up  0.2  percent. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  in  March 
increased  $0.9  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $358.2  billion. 
An  increase  in  transportation  equipment  of  $1.7  billion  or 
1.0  percent  to  $161.4  billion  offset  most  of  the  $1.8 
billion  or  2.0  percent  decline  in  electrical  machinery. 
Primary  metals  increased  $0.4  billion  or  2.2  percent  to 
$17.0  billion.  Unfilled  orders  for  nondurables  increased 
$0.5  billion  or  4.1  percent  to'  $12.4  billion,  mostly 
attributable  to  a  large  increase  in  textiles.  The  unfilled 
orders  to  shipments  ratio  in  March  was  3.43,  down  from  3.48 
in   February. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers 
declined  in  March  $0.9  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $207.8 
billion.  Virtually  all  categories  were  down  although  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  increased  1.6  percent.  Inventories  of 
nondurable  goods  manufacturers  showed  no  change  from 
February.  A  $0.5  billion  or  1.6  percent  decline  in 
chemicals  was  offset  by  increases  tn  most  of  the  other 
industries.  By  stage  of  fabrication,  materials  and  supplies 
and  work  in  process  for  durables  were  down,  while  finished 
goods  showed  little  change.  Conversely,  for  nondurables, 
materials  and  supplies  and  work  in  process  were  up,  while 
finished  goods  declined.
